He pleaded for co-op- 
eration of every one present to 
the plan of marketing which is 
now being carried on with sat- 
isfying results. Mr. Arnold al- 
so spoke briefly, thanking the 
club members and the business 
men generally for the splendid 
help they have given him in his 
work in the county. 

Following these talks the 
club unanimously voted for an 
agricultural committee to be ap 
pointed, which will look after 
all matters agriculturally and 
assist in every way possibly to 
provide more and better mar- 
aoa for farmers for their pro-

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Many Lose Lives and Property Damage Is 
Estimated at Ten Million Dollars by Quake 
Which Rocks Town of Santa Barbara, Cal. 
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NUMBER 2. 


Santa Barbara, Calif., June 
29.—Ten million dollars dam- 
age and virtual destruction of 
most business buildings on 
State Street resulted from an 
earthquake here at 6:45 a. m. 
Monday. The scene of the de- 
struction was visited by a staff 
man from the Los Angeles of- 
fice of the Associated Press. 

San Francisco, Calif., June 
29.—Sixty-five bodies had been 
reported recovered Monday 
afternoon in Santa Barbara in 
the first definite news received 
from the stricken city. 

The advices came to the 
Southern Pacific railroad head- 
quarters from employes who 
rushed to the nearest point of 
communication. 

The stricken territory is be- 
lieved to have been rerocked 
by a new and severe shock at 
11:25 a. m. 

At the time the Southern Pa- 
cific operator at Napoles, 18 
miles north of Santa Barbara 
wired: 

“Here comes a shock—” 

Communication snapped be- 
fore he could finish the sen- 
tence. 

Hotels, business blocks, 
churches, schools and industri- 
al structures were wrecked by 
the first shock. Earth tremors 
were reported continuing at 
five-minute intervals but in 
weakened intensity and with- 
out additional damage. The 
following summary of the situa 
tion in Santa Barbara was re- 
ceived over the private lines of 
the San Joaquin: Light and 
Power Company at Fresno and 
telephoned to International 
News Service. 

Seven were reported crushed 
to death when the walls of the 
Arlington hotel caved in. 

State Street, the main tho- 
roughfare completely filled up 
with debris and impassable for 
traffic. State Street has been 
roped off to prevent people 
from possible injury from 
weakened walls. 

The First National Bank is 
reported destroyed. 

Other buildings either de- 
stroyed or badly damaged in- 
clude: 

The Pacific Southwest Bank, 
the Santa Barbara Mission, the 
city library, the city hall, the 
Granada theater, the Catholic 
School building, the Carrillo 
hotel, the Carbrillo house. 

Desperate efforts are being 
made by telephone and _ tele- 
graph companies to restore 
communication into the strick- 
en city. 

The famous Santa Barbara 
Mission, which has stood since 
its establishment during the 
earliest days of California set- 
tlement was in ruins. 

The city was menaced Mon- 
day afternoon by the danger of 
flood, the report said. 

‘The dam impounding the 
city‘s water supply was weak- 
ened, the report said, that it 
was feared it would give way 
at any minute. The city was 
without water, electric lights 
or power.

Southern Ruralist °oyneney 
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Auburn, Ala, June 29--There 
are now in Alabama approxi- 
mately 200 farm-flock poultry- 
men who are demonstrating 
that there is money inpoultry if 
good methods are practiced. 
They are located all over the 
State and are cooperating with 
the county agents and Extxen- 
sion poultry specialists with a 
view to making poultry a big- 
ger and more profitable indus- 
try in Alabama. 

For the month of May, John 
E. Ivey, head of the poultry de- 
partment at Auburn, received 
reports from 163 of these dem- 
onstrators. A tabulation shows 
that there is an average of 106 
hens to the flock and that the 
average production per hen 
was 16.2 eggs at a cost of 14 
cents per dozen. 

These eggs were sold at mar- 
ket prices, averaging 26.8 cents 
per dozen. This left a net 
profit, above cost of feed, of 
28 cents per hen, or nearly one 
cent per day. For the average 
flock of 106 hens it was almost 
exactly $1.00 per day. 

Additional — statistics show 
that the average total income 
per flock for May was $50.00, 
and that the net, above feed 


cost, was $29.94. This total

On a warm and sultry summer day, 
there is nothing more refreshing to the 
mind and to the body than an iced 


drink, Of course, when such drinks 
are being used, moderation should be 
practiced, because if taken in excess 
or too rapidly, they are liable to be 
injurious to the stomach, However, 
when taken in a sensible manner, they 
are refreshing and beneficial to the 
fatigued. In the manufacture of these 
drinks, care should be taken to avoid 
any combination that may be indiges- 
tible or hard to assimilate. The drink 
Should be consumed in a slow and lel-

The greatest danger present In the 
use of iced drinks is the one that In- 
volves the use of ingredients that are 
possibly impure or contaminated in any 
way. This is very Mable to happen 
if the Juices that are used are allowed 
to stand until they become soured and 
unfit for use, or if the milk or other 
ingredient used is not strictly fresh. 
The predisposition of milk to spoil 
quickly at summer temperatures makes 
it oftthnes necessary to use evaporated 
milk, which after all is just pure fresh 
milk with more than half the water 
taken away. It is sterile and, there- 
fore, always safe. Wor use in “iced

Brock girls living near Fayette, 
Ala., picked up all fallen and 
punctured squares on an acre 
of cotton around the house and 
made a 400 lb weight bale of 
cotton on this acre, while their 
father had in 80 acres, and on 
account of the scarcity of labor 
did not pick up squares produc 
ed only three light bales on his 
whole crop of 80 acres. Every 
club boy in Coffee County 
should make a bale per acre 
provided he was fortunate in 
getting an early stand, because 
the weevil can absolutely be 
controlled by picking up the 
squares regularly. 

High Fertilization First Consi- 
deration in Weevil Fight. 
If we had never seen or 

heard of a boll weevil, the aver 
age acre of cotton land in Ala- 
bama would only produce a 
bale to three or four acres. 
Consequently if without the 
weevil, we needed more ferti- 
lizer, how much more import- 
ant is this question of high fer- 
telization when we have the 
weevil with us which cuts all 
cotton after the first of August 
an average year. We need 
an extra amount of ready avail- 
ble plantfood in the soil from 
the time the young cotton 
comes up till all the bolls have 
fully matured. 

Ralph Murdock, Club Boy 

Points The Way. 

At this time, July 8th, there 
are two large delegations of 
farmers coming from all quart- 
ers of the county to see a 4 
acre cotton patch owned and 
managed byone of Coffee Coun 
ty Cotton Club members, Ralph 
Murdock, who lives midway 
between Brockton and Enter- 
prise. Ralph used 400 lbs phos 
phate mixed with 100 Ibs muri- 
ate potash and 50 lbs soda, at 
planting and followed with.150 
Ibs nitrate of soda as side ap- 
plication immediately after 
chopping his cotton. Ralph 
has prepared to fight the wee- 
vil with poison, but he has so 
much phosphate and_ nitrate 
under that cotton at work all 
the time stimulating the pro- 
duction of large numbers of 
squares and the maturing of 
these squares into bolls till the 
boll weevil has scarcely had a 
chance at the 4 acres. We pre- 
dict that this project will make 
a bale of cotton per acre, boll 
weevil or no boll weevil, rain 
or no rain, drought or no 
drought because Ralph has met 
the conditions required in cot- 
ton production under boll wee- 
vil infestation. 

We are using about one third 
enough fertilizer per acre’ in 
Coffee County for the greatest 
gains. Marlboro County N, C., 
averages 1000 lbs of seed cot- 
ton per acre, while Coffee 
County Alabama _ averages 
about 400 lbs per acre. Marl- 
boro County averages 1000 lbs 
of fertilizer per acre, while 
Coffee County, Alabama, will 
not average 400lbs per acre, 
This should be evidence 
enough of the lack of fertilizer 
on our county soils.

LOSS OF OVER $100,000 
IN TROY.

Troy, Ala., July 5.—During 
a heavy rain and. electrical 
storm here Sunday night Troy 
suffered a fire loss of over 
$100,000 when the peanut 
plant of the Wiley Fertilizer 
company was struck by lightn- 
ing. f 
Although a heavy rain was 
falling at the time the plant 
was totally destroyed and the 
fertilizer building of the plant 
was saved only through the 
heroic work of the Troy fire de 
partment. 

The fire started about 9 o’- 
clock and it was estimated 
that the loss to the building 
and machinery will amount to 
about $60,000. About 500 tons 
of peanuts, valued at about 
$50,000 were also destroyed 
and two freight cars, on the 
Central of Georgia railroad 
tracks were burned. 

James Wiley, president of 
the company, is in New York; 
and while other officials de- 
clared they could not definite- 
ly say, it is believed the loss is 
well covered by insurance. 

The plant employs about 60 
persons but has not been oper- 
ated for the past few days. 

The rain was the first of any 
consequence in Troy for two 
months and while it took a 
heavy toll, it is reported the 
crops will be greatly benefited.

Survey Being Made 
For New Graveled 


Road Thru Town 


—O— 

The route for the Highway 
through Elba which will con- 
nect the Troy-Elba road with 
the Elba-Enterprise road was 
being surveyed yesterday after 
noon, as the forms of the Clip- 
per were being closed. Mr. 
Mullins, engineer from the 
State Highway ~ Department 
was in charge of the surveying 
party. 2 
» It will be remembered this 
road project has been up sever- 
al times during the past few 
months, and the State Highway 
Commission finally agreed to 
build a graveled road through 
town connecting the two high- 
ways, if the Town of Elba 
would furnish the right-of-way. 
Members of the Town Council 
have been at work on the pro- 
ject for some time, and an- 
nouncement has been made 
that the right of way has been 
secured. 

The route selected for the 
highway. follows the presenti 
road through the town, that-is 
to say it begins at the big sign 
on the Troy road and follows 
the road on down to Davis 
Street here it turns and goes 
straight to Pea River bridge. 
There are three or four houses 


on this route, which will have 


to be moved, but it is under- 
stood that the owners have 
about all consented to their re-~ 
moval. Of course there will be 
some expense to this moving 
around, but it is said the town 
will take care of this expense, 
rather than miss getting the 
road built. 

While it is not definitely 
known when work is to be 
started, Mr. Mullins expressed 
his opinion that the contract 
would be let with the contract 
for the resurfacing and re- 
building of the road to Wind- 
ham’s Mill, and that in all pro- 
bability work would commence 
within the next sixty days. He 
said that the Highway Com- 
mission seemed anxious to 
have a survey of the route 
made, and he feels sure that im 
mediate action will be taken on 
the matter. 

Elba people will be glad to 
know that this work will start 
within a short time. Town and 
county officials and others who 
have been interested in getting 
the project through, are to be 
congratulated for their good 
work, as this will give us a fine 
graveled Highway right thrugh 
town.
